From the gardener’s journal: Greenery thriving in green house

Now if the Farmer’s alma¬ 
nac is correct we should be 
experiencing a milder winter 
and slightly above normal 
temperatures. 

I noticed nothing was 
mentioned about high 
winds. 

The snow and winds of 

strong reminder that the first 
month of the year can be 
fierce at times. I hope every¬ 
one is able to find shelter and 
warmth. 

We are back in the green¬ 
house again to find that 
everything fared well during 
the school break. 

No signs of Mickey or 
Minnie mouse or family, so 
perhaps the chalky gravel 
has discouraged them or 


they have moved to Florida 
or points south. As I walk in 
and find myself among hibis¬ 
cus, begonia and other flow¬ 
ering and thriving greenery, 
lots of ferns on the grow. I 
might feel some days like I 
am in the tropics myself— 
until I open the door to 

Although the winter has 
enough lightfor most growth, 
the right amount of warmth 
can be a problem. I think 
draft is the greatest discour¬ 
agement to growth, and 
humidity is a great encour- 

If you can give a mild spray 
to the more tropicals and 
encourage them to think 
warmth, that helps during 
this dry season. I've had 
good success with my blend 
of sunlight detergent and 
water in a sprayer to keep 
little flies and spiders at a 


Already I see some new 
growth on the raspberry 
canes we planted inside in 
the autumn so I have hopes 
for the spring plantings. The 
herbs have sprung back to 
life and passing by that area 
is such a delight to the sens- 

It is easy in a greenhouse 
setting to propagate herbs, 
however I was thinking this 
week that to grow them from 
seed in a home space would 
be more common. So the 
experiment is on for me as I 
try this at home. 

I begin with a simple flat 
and line it with paper towels 
until it is 1 inch thick. Then 
add a layer of aquarium 
gravel or perlite for drainage. 
Next is die soil blend of 1 
part potting soil, two parts 
sand and 1 part peat. I spread 
this evenly over the surface 


and firm it nicely. I think it 
helps to plant in groupings of 
three or you can use a grid 
pattern, just as long as differ¬ 
ent seeds are identified. 

Sometimes the seed is 
very fine so you may want to 
mixitwith alittle sand before 
sowing it Most seeds need 
darkness to germinate so 
cover the seeds with a thin 
layer of fine soil. Mist very 
gently and cover with plastic 
or damp newspaper. Place in 
an area that keeps tempera¬ 
tures between 65 degrees to 
70 degrees, day and night. It 
is best to seed six to eight 
weeks before planting out¬ 
side but if you want to keep 
the herbs inside for use, this 
could be a nice early winter 
indoor garden. I am also 
goingto try lettuce from seed 
in this early garden so I’ll let 
you know how it grows. 

Have you been looking at 


the seed catalogues? I am 
making plans and I am most 
impressed with the variety of 
heritage seeds offered. And 
don’t forget Seedy Sunday in 
early February in St. 
Catharines—more details to 
follow soon. That’s a great 
place to exchange and gather 
more varieties of seeds. 

lust a few thoughts on 
mint and the family of mint 
this week: as mentioned 
mint is helpful in sore throats 
and in clearing the winter 
coughs. 

One of the family of mints, 
hyssop, has a strong flavour 
and the flowers and leaves 
are used in green salads, 
chicken soup, lamb stew and 
poultry stuffing. In the past 
hyssop has been used in 
poultices to heal wounds. 

My good friends from the 
West Indies tell me that their 
mamas would give them reg¬ 


ular doses of hyssop to 
cleanse them if there was flu 
in the area. 

In a dried form and used 
in a tea, hyssop is warming 
and helps with sore throats 
and coughs. I understand 
that the oils of hyssop are 
used in some perfumes. 
Amazing what benefit comes 
from a litde of this lovely 
herb. 

Stay warm with herbal 
teas of hyssop, oregano or 
thyme, try some early indoor 
garden herbs for life and 
greens and keep looking for 
those winter sunrises and

"There's a lot of great things 
our students are doing with 
their education and this is an 
opportunity for council to see 
this in action, and we'll be 
working closely with Fort Erie's 
new council as we move for¬ 
ward together with the new 
school and its construction," 
Louws said. 

Both FESS and Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach Hish School are 
set to close in June 2017 and a 
new educational facility, 
Greater Fort Erie Secondary 
School will open its doors to 
students in September 2017 
across from Town Hall on 
Garrison Road. 

"There's a lot of great things 
the kids are doing with their 
education and this is an oppor¬ 
tunity for council to see it and 


we'll be working closely with 
Fort Erie's new council with 
the new school construction," 
Louws said. 

Keyvani said he is thankful 
for the support the community 
has shown to the school's culi¬ 
nary program and he is look¬ 
ing forward to continue it at 
Fort Erie's new high school. 

"Hopefully, we will have the 
hospitality program continue 
in the new school building and 
we are so thankful for the sup¬ 
port of our school board trust¬ 
ees and council."
